“They are excellent critics of pro- 
posals brought forward by other 
classes, but when it comes to get- 
ting together on constructive pro- 
posals for national policy they seem 
to be able to agree on nothing more 
profound than such catch phrases 
as ‘balance the budget’ and ‘return 
to the gold standard.’”

The speech of Wallace follows, 
in part:

Lewis L. Bowen, mail pilot with 
a record of 11,000 hours in the air, 
was killed when his plane crashed 


and burned beside Highway 40, a 
mile east of Columbia, Mo., early 
today. 

He left Kansas City behind sched- 
ule at 4:47 a. m. with mail for Chi- 
cago. Encountering bad weather, 
he turned south off his regular 
course, and apparently was heading 
toward St. Louis over an alternate 
route. 

Walter Clump, a farmer, heard 
the plane, a Lockheed-Vega, nearing 
Columbia about 5:30 o’clock. Clump 
said the ship was obviously in trou- 
ble and the pilot appeared to be 
trying to make a landing. A short 
distance from the ground the tail 
fell off, Clump said, and the plane 
tore into the ground, crashed 
through a fence and came to a stop 
upside down against an embank- 
ment, 75 feet from the highway. 
It immediately burst into flames 
and was consumed. 

Bowen's body was badly charred 
when it was removed from the em- 
bers of his ship. The tail, bearing 
the plane's identification number, 
was picked up 30 yards from the 
burning wreck. A small quantity of 
mail was thrown clear and salvaged. 
The crash is believed to have been 
caused by ice forming on the ship. 
A heavy coating of ice might ac- 
count for the tail leaving the ship. 

Bowen, 37 years old, had been fly- 
ing since 1917, when he entered the 
army air service. He remained in 
the army as an instructor until 
1924, and left the service to become 
a mail pilot. He was employed suc- 
cessively by Boeing Air Transport, 
American Airways, and for the last 
18 months by Braniff Airlines. 
which operates between Dallas Tex., 
and Chicago. He lived at River- 
side, Ill., with his wife. Three chil- 
dren by a former marriage also sur- 
vive.

The formal issue before the Coune- 
cil was Yugoslavia’s charge that 
Hungary was implicated in the as- 
Sassination of King Alexander be- 
cause it had harbored the terrorists 
who plotted his murder at Mar~ 


seilles, France.

In murdering King Alexander “it

Laval, alluding to the Saar ques- 
tion, said the decision to send ine 
ternational forces into the area in- 
dicated that the League was able 
to place obstacles before the dis- 
rupting of peace. “Today it is a 
matter of applying the League's 
high moral authority to give Yugo- 
slavia that satisfaction to which she

Mayor Orders Municipal 
Offices Closed While 
3000 Employes Make 


House-to-House Canvass. 


Mayor Dickmann, in an effort to 
bring the United Relief Campaign to 
a successful conclusion, took the 
drastic step today of ordering city 
offices closed Monday so that 3000 
city employes may devote the dav 
to a house-to-house canvass of the 
city for contributions. 

The supplementary campaign, un- 
dertaken this week with the Mayor 
as director, had produced but $42.- 
253 in new contributions up to yes- 
terday afternoon when § solicitors 
met at Hotel Statler to submit re- 
ports. This was less than 10 per 


cent of the $500,000 required if the 
$2,708,000 goal of United Relief is 
to be attained. 

Tomorrow, in each of the city’s 
28 wards there will be non-partisan 
meetings at which plans for Mon- 
day’s canvass will be outlined. The 
campaign will be continued next 
week, ending with a final report 
meeting Friday. 


Mayor’s Proclamation. 


The Mayor’s official statement 
declaring the holiday for city em- 
ployes Monday is headed “A Procla- 
mation for Human Needs.” The 
proclamation follows: 

Whereas, those administering 
the voluntary relief agencies of 
our city have informed us that 
the full sum of $2,708,000 is need- 
ed to provide for our  under- 
privileged children, our sick poor, 
and our aged and infirm; and 

Whereas, these agencies do not 
receive and cannot secure any 
appropriation of funds from either 
the Federal, State or municipal 
government, and must depend 
solely upon voluntary contribu- 
tions; and 

Whereas, the resources of our 
people are ample to provide the 
full sum needed to afford relief 
to our unfortunate fellow citizens; 
and 

Whereas, more than $400,000 of 
the amount needed for the proper 
care of our under-privileged chile 
dren, our sick poor and our aged 
has not been pledged; and 

Whereas, the failure of this 
amount to be subscribed will af- 
fect the health and wealth of the 
City of St. Louis: 

Now, therefore, I, Bernard F. 
Dickmann, Mayor of the City of 
St. Louis, do hereby proclaim and 
declare Monday, Dec. 10, to be a 
holiday for all officials and em- 
ployes of the City of St. Louis, 
and call upon said officials and 
employes, and others, to lend 
their aid in a city-wide canvass 
of their friends and neighbors 
for the purpose of urging every 
citizen to co-operate with us in 
this great humanitarian endeavor. 

Furthermore, I hereby suggest 
that on Monday, Dec. 10, at 10 
a. m. all industry and all street 
traffic, insofar as possible and 
practicable, cease in the City of 
St. Louis for one minute, that the 
citizenship may have brought 
vividly to their minds the suffer- 
ings of their fellow-citizens. 


3000 Available for Canvass. 


While there are about 6000 city 
employes, many, such as firemen 
and the staffs of the city hospitals, 
will have to remain on duty, so it 
was estimated at the City Hall that 
about 3000 would be available for 
the canvass. 

Addressing solicitors at yester- 
day’s meeting the Mayor criticized 
persons of wealth who have not 
contributed to United Relief, or 
whose contributions have been con- 
sidered by directors of the cam- 
paign as not commensurate with 
their incomes. 

“I would like to think that lack 
of information prevents them from 
contributing,” Dickmann said. “I’m 
getting sick and tired of pussy- 
footing around with these men who 
have a lot of money. I hate to see 
some big business man sit back and 
get away with giving a paltry 
amount when he could give more. 
We are making a special effort at 
present to see that these individ- 
uals not only’ give, but give in 
amounts proportionate to their in- 
come.” 

Firemen Give $11,000 More. 

Fire Chief O’Boyle announced 
that the city firemen, who had al- 
ready exceeded their quota by giv- 
ing $10,000 to the regular United 
Relief Campaign, had contributed 
an additional $11,000 in the Mayor’s 
supplementary campaign. A report 
for the postoffice showed contribu- 
tions of $1475 to the Mayor’s cam- 
paign, making the total contribu- 
tion of 2392 pcstal employes $13,200. 

City Counselor Hay told of re- 
ceiving a $12.50 contribution from 
the proprietor cf a Chinese restau- 
rant who had already subscribed 
$50 to United Relief. He contrasted 
these gifts with one of $10 he said 
had been given by a business firm 
“infinitely larger.”

24-Family Building Swept by 
Flames—Two Women, Two 
Children Killed.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Four per- 
sons lost their lives in a fire which 
swept a five-story tenement house 
at 124-126 Willis avenue, the Bronx, 
early today. Four were injured, one 
gravely, a 70-year-old crippled wo- 
man. 

The dead: Mrs. Catherine Gibney, 
36, her two sons, John, 7, and Lawr- 
ence, 2, and Mrs. Minnie Johnson, 
67, all of whom lived on the third 
floor.

14 men charged with conspiracy 
to overthrow the United States Gov- 
ernment in connection with relief 
demonstrations last summer was 
overruled late yesterday after a 
hearing which was_ interrupted 
three times by demonstrations of 
the defendants and spectators in 
the circuit courtroom. 

City Judge Paul McWilliams of 
Litchfield, acting Judge, also over- 
ruled a defense motion asking the 
State for a bill of particulars. The 
cases are set for trial Jan. 7. 

When D. J. Bentall, defense at- 
torney from Chicago, remarked tizat 
“in the State of Georgia it is easy 
to prove sedition for the most triv- 
ial act and the same situation ap 
parently prevails in L[llinois,” the 
spectators burst into prolonged ap- 
plause. 

The Judge ordered the courtroom 
cleared. When the arguments were 
resumed, three of the defendants 
John Adams of Chicago and John 
Jurkanin and Frank Prickett of 
Taylor Springs, began arguing their 
own cases. When they refused to 
take their seats, deputy sheriffs es- 
torted them to the county jail. 

When court was again called to 
order, another defendant, Frank 
Mucci, began a _ vociferous argu 
ment. He also was taken to jail 
Finally, all four defendants were 
brought back and, at Judge Mc- 
Williams’ orders, there were no fur- 
ther demonstrations. 

Continuing his argument, Bental] 
said that many of the State lews 
against sedition were so broad that 
“a man didn’t have to do anytning 
to be arrested for sedition or in- 
citing a riot.”

TRIPLE EXECUTION

Electrocution of Three of Fame 
ily Follows Holdup Mur- 
ders When Drunk.

RALEIGH, N. C., Dec. 8.—The 
victims of North Carolina’s first 
triple electrocution of white men— 
Bascom Green, 44 years old, his son, 
Lester, 22, and his son-in-law, R. E. 


Black—paid with their lives yester- 
day for killing T. C. Barnes, a Tay- 
lorsville (N. C.) bank cashier in an 
attempted robbery in which anoth- 
er bank officer was dangerously 
wounded. It was the second triple 
execution in the State, three Ne- 
groes having been electrocuted three 
weeks previously for murder. 

The bodies of the Greens lay in 
their home in the hosiery mill sec- 
tion of industrial High Point last 
night, but the body of Black, also a 
High Point man, lay in the home 
of his mother in Spartansburg, S&S. 


The Greens and Black were the 
last of four men who, after filling 
themselves with liquor, attempted 
to rob the bank in the little country 
town of Taylorsville. The fourth 
was Mike Stefanoff, who was exe- 
cuted last May. 

Appeal after appeal was made to 
Gov. Ehringhaus especially for 
Black on the gfound that he was 
not mentally so bright as the 
Greens, and because he was an al- 
leged victim of circumstances, but 
the Governor held all equally 
guilty. 

Mrs. Bascom Green left Raleigh 
for High Point a few hours before 
the execution. With her were two 
of her three daughters and another 
son. Mrs. Black was said to have 
gone to Spartansburg. 

Lester Green’s young wife took 
the baby, born the day the father 
was sentenced, to see its father. 
Bascom Green was the first to die. 
As he left his cell he stopped to tell 
his son good-by. “Cheer up and be 
brave,” said young Green. “Let us 
all meet in Heaven,” replied the 
father. Then he told Black good- 
by. 

Young Green was the second, 
Ministers asked Black: “How do 
you feel, Ed?” “Just fine,” replied 
Black. Two Church of God Minis- 
ters had promised him that his 
three children would be taken care 
of in the church orphange. 


CITY STILL PRESSING CLAIM 
ON STATE FOR SANITARIUM 


Sends $69,950 Quarterly Statement 
for the Care of Patients. 

The city’s regular quarterly 
claim against the State for reim- 
bursement at $8 a month per pa- 
tient for care of St. Louisans at 
City Sanitarium was sent to the 
State Auditor by Comptroller Nolte 
yesterday. It was for $69,950 for 
the three-month period ending 
Sept. 30. 

A State law which became effec- 
tive July 1, 1933, appropriated $50,- 
000 to meet the city’s claim for the 
ensuing two years. However, the 
city’s bill has amounted to about 
$250,000 annually. As a result, noth- 
ing has been paid from the fund, 
but the Comptroller has continued 
to press for recognition of the 
claim. Counties have been paid 
regularly by the State where they 
cared for the insane.

Red Tape in County Reassessment. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NE year ago, under the auspices of 

the Civil Works Administration, a re- 
assessment of all improved properties in 
St. Louis County was begun. No complete 
check of all-improved properties in the 
county had ever been made, and the re- 
sultant inequitable assessments were bad- 
ly in need of adjustment. No one fa- 
miliar with the project will maintain other 
than that this undertaking was one of 
the most constructive initiated by the 
CWA. It will pay its own way in that it 
uncovered properties that were under- 
assessed or had not been assessed at all. 
It uncovered over-assessments as well and 
so will bring an end to the injustices and 
inequalities heretofore existing. 

The class of men needed to carry out 
this project were the type who have been 
feeling the effect of the depression most 
severely—the white-collar worker. Archi- 
tects, draftsmen and statisticians were 
employed and still are working on the 

‘job to carry it to conclusion. 

The average pay for the year for these 
men, most of whom are university gradu- 
ates, runs from a high of $23.12 per week 
to a low of $17.40 per week, depending on 
their classification as a senior or junior 
engineer or draftsman. Their families 
vary in size from three to 11. The ma- 
jority of these men had never been on 
relief. They had managed by using all 
their available resources and by imposing 
on friends and relatives to maintain their 
independence, but most of them were on 
the ragged edge when the CWA came 
along and saved their self-respect.. 

An order has now been issued whereby 
these men cannot continue working on 
this project unless they make application 
for relief. The majority of them have 
done so and went through all the humili- 
ation of confessing to the relief workers 
that they had a mortgage on the furni- 
ture, that. their life insurance had all 
been cashed in, that pillow slips, bed 
sheets and tablecloths are rapidly becom- 
ing a luxury to them. But they still want 
to eat, so the humiliation was suffered 
and all they wanted, after all, was per- 
mission to continue with the job. 

But things are not as simple as that; 
at least, not in all relief offices. While 
the men reporting to the University City 
relief office had their budgets approved 
and were put back to work without delay, 
those reporting to other offices encoun- 
tered one delay after another. Budgets 
were bandied from one office to another 
until the men had lost a week’s time with 
no definite assurance as to when they 
will go back to work. It is true, they 
were told that if they were in need, their 
“visitor” would take care of them. But 
these men don’t want to be “taken care 
of.” They know the money has been ap- 
propriated to continue the work and now, 
at a time when they are scratching their 
heads to provide some sort of Christmas 
celebration for their kids, they are losing 


precious time and wages.

THE CHAIN STORE TAX. 
Circuit Judge Calhoun has made permanent an 
order restraining the City of St. Louis from collect- 
ing its chain store tax. The tax would start at $25 a 
store for chains of two to five units, excepting the 
first store. For additional stores, the charge would 
be higher, attaining a maximum of $250 each for 
every store above 25. 
This tax was unanimously passed by the Board of 
Aldermen. It was indorsed by the city’s legal de- 
partment. It was signed by the Mayor. It there- 
fore represents the considered judgment of the mu- 
nicipal legislature, the legal department of the city 
and the executive head of the municipality. Yet not 
$1 has been collected in two years, and a Circuit 
Judge sets the tax aside upon the score that it is 
“ynreasonable, oppressive and confiscatory.” 
City Counselor Hay has announced that the city 
wll appeal to the Supreme Court of Missouri. The 
city could not do otherwise. Not that the graduation 
of the tax is beyond dispute. This is a matter for 
the Supreme Court to decide. The much greater is- 
sue is the authority of the municipal government. 
The municipality is in financial distress. It is im- 
pelled by necessity to discover new sources of rev- 
enue. The chain store tax would, in the opinion of its 
author, have yielded the city some $350,000 annually. 
The city cannot turn for its needed revenues to un- 
profitable sources. It must discover quarters in 
which it can collect fair and reasonable revenues for 
its proper maintenance. All cities are faced by this 
necessity. Almost all of them are searching for new 
revenues, exactly as St. Louis is doing. It is possible 
that Judge Calhoun is right; but his judgment can- 
not be accepted over that of the entire Board of Al- 
dermen, the legal department of the city and the 
Mayor. The sheer weight of numbers is against him. 
In the Indiana chain store tax case, the United 
States Supreme Court was explicit in its definition of 
the rights of the states in this field. The court said 
Indiana had an entire right to tax the chain stores; 
that so long as the tax was reasonable it was entire- 
ly valid; that the states are the judges of their own 
necessities in such a field. It could not see that the 
Indiana tax was unreasonable. 
This, then, is the case with the City of St. Louis. 
No tax is popular. Every effort to increase the reve- 
nues of the city is stoutly resisted. Yet the judg- 
ment of the Board of Aldermen must extricate the 
community from its financial dilemma. To hold that 
a tax voted by the Aldermen, and one from which 
the city had anticipations of a quarter of a million 
dollars annually, is unreasonable, oppressive and con- 
fiscatory, is a matter of the greatest possible impor- 
tance. It challenges both the authority of the city 
and its necessity to right itself financially. 
The city must clear up the whole question of its 
taxing powers. It can do so by taking the chain 
store tax to the highest tribunal in the State. This 
is what other cities and states are doing, and some 
of these cases are going even to the Supreme Court 
of the United States. It is a vital thing, and it must 
be prosecuted with all the energy and earnestness 
of which State and local governments are capable.

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MUNICIPAL OPERA’S NEW DIRECTOR. 

The Municipal Opera, announcing the selection of 
Laurence Schwab as its next season’s producing di- 
rector, says that the New Yorker was chosen as the 
first step toward making the summer opera nation- 
ally significant. That is a lofty ambition, but one 
possibly attainable, and the Opera Association is to 
be congratulated on its choice of a man who has 
made something of a contribution to the modern 
American musical stage. 
For the past four years, the summer theater has 
been under the direction of J. J. Shubert. During 
Shubert’s directorship, and for a season before it, 
when his nephew, Milton Shubert, directed, the sum- 
mer shows were lifted from the amateur class into 
the professional; but that was not enough. Mr. Shu- 
bert brought to the theater routine Broadway pro- 
ductions, and neither he nor his aids mastered the pos- 
sibilities and drawbacks of the great open-air stage. 
The technical set-up of the Municipal Theater is 
considerably different from that found in the conven- 
tional indoor, more intimate playhouse. Because of 
the great width of the stage, the possibility has al- 
ways existed of “spotting” scenes across it, thereby 
giving an almost constant continuity of action. The 
Shubert group took little cognizance of this modern 
means of production, with the result that last sum- 
mer’s lengthy waits between scenes became one of 
the chief criticisms of the opera. Again, last year’s 
direction insisted on great, architectural sets, when 
an occasional small setting, imaginative and inter- 
pretive, would not only have speeded the action, but 
would also have added variety to the entertainment. 
Neither did last season’s direction make a proper ef- 
fort to rewrite certain scenes that needed such treat- 
ment to give technical flexibility, as well as, all too 
frequently, the modern touch. 

Mr. Schwab comes to the opera with an excellent 
record for musical production. If he can realize the 
opera’s possibilitfes and physical deficiencies, bring 
to it a high standard of direction and imagination, 
assemble his shows with the same excellence and at- 
tention which he has given his New York productions, 
he may very well realize for the Municipal Opera 
Association those high attainments to which it 
aspires. 
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A SHORT-SIGHTED RADIO TABOO. 

There is no field in which the radio can be better 
utilized for the common good than in that of public 
health, and yet the old taboos are operating to hinder 
its use for that important purpose. Two instances

the great portion of the staggering cost of these dis- 
eases can be saved. If those who are in control of 
radio stations want to serve the best interests of 
radio listeners, they will not exercise short-sighted 
censorship, but encourage popular discussion of how 
to combat what many medical authorities consider 
the greatest menace to public health. 
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YUGOSLAVIA’S OUTRAGEOUS ACTION. 
Man’s traditional inhumanity to man is shown 
again in two spots on Europe’s troubled map. Both 
instances are the results of political assassinations. 
In Russia, 66 persons have been swiftly put to death 
and their property confiscated, without defense coun- 
sel or right of appeal, after the killing of Sergei Ki- 
roff, Soviet leader. Yugoslavia has forcibly expelled 
some 4000 Hungarians, a result of the charge that 
the murder of King Alexander was plotted on Hun- 
garian soil. Pitiable bands of refugees, including in- 
fants and aged persons, have made their way to Hun- 
gary, and it is announced that all the 27,000 Hun- 
garians who have not become Yugoslavian citizens 
are to be driven out. 
The victims of Russia’s revenge may or may not 
have been guilty of plotting against the Soviet. As 
to the Hungarian refugees, however, there can be 
no doubt. Whatever the attitude of the Hungarian 
Government, these people are persecuted innocents. 
The action of the Yugoslavian authorities can be 
described only as brutal, and is certain to bring the 
shocked disapproval of world opinion. 
It is only natural, of course, for a nation to seek 
to fix responsibility for the murder of its ruler. But 
Yugoslavia’s charges against Hungary already have 
been presented to the League of Nations, where an 
impartial inquiry may be expected. Any further 
action, before the League has had time to act, will 
be widely viewed as mere trouble-making. 
In view of Yugoslavia’s domestic unrest, which 
probably was the major cause of the King’s murder, it 
may seem wise to her rulers to adopt an old device 
of tyrants and focus the people’s attention on issues 
beyond the borders. Too, Hungary’s alleged ambi- 
tions for revision of the peace treaty include return 
of some territory now included in Yugoslavia, so it 
may seem politic to strike in this way at a possible 
enemy. 
Italy also is suspected ir Yugoslavia’s inquiry into 
Alexander’s murder, but she is a powerful country. 
Hungary, however, disarmed by the Trianon Treaty, 
has an army of only 35,800, as compared with the 
Yugosla® force of 190,000. The populations of the 
countries are, respectively, 8,688,000 and 13,930,000. 
Since Yugoslavia, formed after the World War, 
includes two former Hungarian provinces, it is not 
surprising that 465,800 persons who speak the Mag- 
yar tongue found themselves within the borders of 
the new Slav state. Yet now they are torn from the 
soil where their families have lived for generations, 
because their new rulers are antagonistic to the old. 
Only mutual tolerance can solve the problem of 
Europe’s mixed nationalities. Wholesale deportation 
is a barbarous practice, bearing, in this instance, 
grave danger to the peace of Europe. 
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MR. BREADON AND THE CARDINALS. 

Mr. Breadon says the deal for the Cardinals is off, 
and we are glad of it. The Cardinals might have 
gone on winning pennants and world championships 
under the new owner, but we have no assurance of it. 
Mr. Breadon might have got a big price for his 
baseball team; but money isn’t half as exciting as 
owning the Cardinals and keeping the Dean boys on 
the reservation. Without wishing to make any in- 
vidious comparisons, we doubt if even the Messrs. 
Rockefeller or Commodore J. P. Morgan got the 
relish and savor out of life last year that Mr. Brea- 
don derived from his ownership of the Cardinals. 
Mr. Ford may have approximated Mr. Breadon’s 
excitement, his sleepless nights and joyous surprises; 
but Mr. Ford has always made automobile manufac- 
turing a sort of breathless business, with time occa- 
sionally taken out to rub Hercules down and get him 
remodeled. 
We dare say Mr. Ford is not going to sell out. He 
has always refused to do so. The great captains de- 
light in the battle. Imagine Caesar selling his place 
in Gaul for the loggias of Rome! Or imagine Mare 
Antony giving up his place under the sunshade with 
Cleopatra for the golden chalices of the Lupercal! 

After all, the Cardinals are the Cardinals. They 
are an institution in St. Louis and the Southwest. 
Perhaps Mr. Breadon had something to do with that.

adopted new rules to provide a more 

thorough regulation of the practice of 
law. These rules were recommended by a 
commission appointed by the court to make 
a survey of legal practice. The report of 
the commission advocating adoption of these 
rules received widespread favorable com- 
ment, and the order of the court unanimous- 
ly adopting them marks the passage of a 
milestone in bar government in this State. 

The rules will facilitate the procedure for 
disbarment of lawyers for unprofessional 
or unethical conduct. They also elevate the 
educational requirements and moral stand- 
ards for admission. It can be said without 
hesitation that, in time to come, profes- 
sional standards will be very greatly im- 
proved. 

Through recent years, the Grievance Com- 
mittee of the St. Louis Bar Association has 
a splendid record of achievement, despite 
handicaps in the form of insufficient funds. 
The new Bar Committee, which will, to a 
great extent, supplant the activities of the 
Grievance Committee, has the power to sum- 
mon witnesses, and has an expense fund. 
In general, it may be said that its official 
standing will give it much the power and 
authority of a court. 

With the benefit of the tradition of service 
which has grown up about the activities of 
the Grievance Committee, and with a per- 
sonnel of the highest type, it is safe to pre- 
dict that this new committee will be a pow- 
erful agency in the suppression of profes- 
sional dereliction. Its very existence, in 
addition to its curative effect, will furnish 
a powerful deterrent to members of the bar 
inclined toward loose practice. 

No doubt in recognition of the splendid 
service of the Grievance Committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association, the Supreme 
Court has selected the personnel of its Bar 
Committee entirely from the Grievance Com- 
mittee. It is our confident belief that this 
insures the maintenance of the highest 
standards of service to bar and public.

We need only refer to the solicitation of 
damage suits, commonly called “ambulance 
chasing.” Not to detract from the scores 
of legitimate damage suits for persona! in. 
jury filed in our courts, it can be said in- 
controvertibly that scores of trumped-ur, 
fake and fraudulent claims ripen into law- 
suits each year. Even though the defense 
may be successful, the parties are put to ex- 
pense for court costs, depositions, witness 
fees and attorneys’ compensation. 

All of this is a direct charge on business 
and industry. Concretely, it makes the cost 
of insurance against public liability, and to 
cover employes’ claims, almost prohibitive. 
The City of St. Louis, itself, occupies a posi- 
tion almost unique in this respect, in that 
so many claims are filed for such large 
sums, resulting, in many instances, in un- 
just awards, that insurance premiums be- 
come a serious drain on the resources of 
any business, or any individual. 

If the business man will contribute his 
active support to the housecleaning move- 
ment now on foot, he will not only be ren- 
dering a distinct civic service, but he will be | 


serving his own personal interests. Let 
the business man serve on juries when sum- 
moned. Let him iend his moral support to 
the move to drive out ambulance chasinz 
and the dishonest practitioner, and we shall 
find fewer fictitious lawsuits and fewer un- 
just and excessive damage verdicts. 

With the experience of but a few months, 
the insurance companies will be able to low- 
er their rates, and the small business man, 
as well as the large corporation, will find 
he can operate without the threat of insol- 
vency through damage suit verdicts. 

Unethical practices do not constitute the 
sole drain upon the layman which can be 
laid at the door of the bar. Business men 
do not realize it, but they pay for legal 
incompetency and ineptitude. Documents 
faultily drafted, agreements improvidently 
drawn, engender litigation and dispute. 

True it is, of course, that many con- 
troversies are inescapable, regardless of the 
competency of legal advice. Those, how- 
ever, which result from shortcomings of the 
legal profession constitute an avoidable ex- 
pense for the layman to bear. Improved 
educational standards -will minimize this tax 
upon the public. 

The new rules provide for a broader 
groundwork of general education, a more 
thorough training in legal principles and 
give some assurance of a moral viewpoint 
and ethical background in consonance with 
higher traditions than heretofore prevailed. 
These will greatly reduce what might be 
called the avoidable type of litigation. 


As said above, the new rules set up ade- 
quate machinery for attacking such evils as 
ambulance chasing and the bringing of un- 
founded litigation. More than this, however, 
they provide a new code to outlaw such 
practices. The canons of ethics as adopted 
by the American Bar Association become 
the rule of practice for lawyers throughout 
this State. Where certain evils were frowned 
upon as improper /and unjust, they are now 
banned as illegal. 

The solicitor or runner who stirs “up liti- 
gation from strangers, or who volunteers 
advice to bring a lawsuit, not only acts un- 
professionally, but illegally. Breeding litiga- 
tion by seeking out those with claims for 
personal injuries, or those having other 
grounds of action, in order to secure them 
as clients, or employing agents or runners 
for like purposes, paying compensation di- 
rectly or indirectly to persons who procure 
claims, will reap the deserved reward of 
disbarment and criminal conviction. 

The business man and the layman gen- 
erally will be the beneficiaries of what 
might be termed the “new deal” in legal 
affairs. Let them not sit by supinely. If 
they will aid and encourage the movement 
by taking an interest in the election of 
judges, by a willingness to serve on juries 
when called, by lending their moral sup- 
port to the housecleaning now being con- 
ducted by the bar, they will render an im- 
mense service to the public, and, in addi- 
tion, will find they have greatly reduced, if 
not indeed eliminated, an unwarranted and 
oppressive burden under which for too many 
years they have been staggering.

USTED GOVERNOR 
MARCH ON BERLIN 


Hitler Said to Have Fired 
Hellmuth Brueckner for, 
Organizing Storm Troop- 
ers in Silesia.

BEUTHEN, SILESIA, Germany, 
Dec. 8.—Gov. Helmuth Brueckner’s 
plan to conduct a protest march of 
unemployed storm troopers to Ber- 
lin was freely spoken of here last 
night as a reason for his summary 
discharge from office. 

Investigation of rumors of wide- 
spread dissatisfaction with the 
Nazi regime in this industrial and 
mining area disclosed that Brueck- 
ner was organizing several thous- 
and storm troopers for the march 
when he was arrested Dec. 4 on his 
arrival at Tempelhof Airdrome in 
Berlin, ostensibly at the summons 
of Chancellor Hitler. 

After his arrest, the home of his 
adjutant, Dr. Hausmann, was raid- 
ed. Officials said letters were found 
indicating certain abnormalities. It 
was recalled that Ernst Roehm, a 
leading figure among those killed in 
the blood purge of June 30, was ac- 
cused by Hitler of abnormalities. 

Also a factor in the arrest of 
Brueckner, whose local nickname 
was “Bolshevist,’ was the pressure 
of Catholics and industrial repre- 
sentatives, it was said. 

Said to Be Held in Camp. 

Residents here could not tell the 
present whereabouts of the dis- 
missed official who is married and 
has two children. One report is 
that he is in a concentration camp 
near Berlin. 

Rumor has it that the dismissal 
of other important Nazi Silesian of- 
ficials is likely, probably after the 
“Day of National Solidarity,” which 
is today and Sunday, when the na- 
tion’s highest officials beg on the 
streets for winter relief funds. 

Brueckner was said to be a free 
spender. Recently he had the street 
in front of his home in Breslau 
paved with asphalt, but would allow 
no traffic on it except his own au- 
tomobile. He was a close friend of 
Police Chief Heines of Breslau, who 
was shot June 30 after an attempt 
to kill Hitler. 

Radical Activity Mentioned. 

The current number of Der 
Deutsche in Polén €The German in 
Poland), a weekly pablished in Kat- 
towitz, said “it cannot be denied 
that Brueckner was dismissed be- 
cause of his radical action in heavy 
industry of Upper Silesia.” 

Reports that Julius Streicher 
would succeed Brueckner as Gov- 
ernor could not be confirmed. Cath- 
Olics said they would offer resist- 
ance to the appointment if made. 
About 90 per cent of the Upper Si- 
lesian population is Catholic.

Bond Issue and Relief Bills 
Also Introduced in Board 
of Aldermen. ° 


A bill for a 2 per cent tax on 
professional athletic amusements, 
estimated to raise $200,000 a year, 
was introduced in the Board of 
Aldermen yesterday by Vice-Presi- 
dent Collins (Dem.) Its yield would 
be devoted to the. bond sinking 
fund, to help pay principal and in- 
terest of city bonds. 

The tax would not be charged 
where participants in contests were 
not professionals, thus exempting 
colleges, high schools and other 
groups. It would not be charged 
for any contests held in city parks 
and playgrounds. 

Professional wrestling and boxing 
contests, now paying a 5 per cent 
admission tax, would be included in 
the 2 per cent class under the bill. 
Other sports listed in the bill as 
liable to the tax are football, base- 
ball, ice hockey, soccer, softball, 
ice skating, golf, tennis, handball 
and indoor ball. In such pastimes 
as skating and tennis, the tax 
would apply where an admission 
fee was charged. 

Bond Issue Bill. 
Following approval by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment 
yesterday, Collins introduced a Dill 
authorizing the Mayor and Comp- 
troller to sell the $16,100,000 im- 
provement bond issue voted last 
May. The bill provided interest 
paid should be not more than 5 per 
cent and that maturities should 
range from 15 to 20 years. 

A policy has been adopted by the 
Board of Estimate, composed of 
Mayor Dickmann, Comptroller 
Nolte and Aldermanic President 
Neun, of selling these bonds as rev- 
enues are provided to pay the in- 
terest and principal. Two  ordi- 
nances which became effective a 
week ago, increasing the city gaso- 
line tax and the merchants’ and 
manufacturers’ taxes, estimated to 
raise about $900,000 additional rev- 
enue annually, were intended to 
make possible the early issuance of 
$3,500,000 of the bonds. 

The Board of Estimate’s plan has 
been to issue the following bonds 
soon: Street opening and widening 
(for completing North Twelfth 
boulevard), $1,000,000; completing 
Municipal Auditorium, $900,000; 
starting Southern Arsenal Relief 
Sewer, $500,000; improving institu- 
tional facilities, $380,000; new police 
stations, $350,000; finishing details 
of Civil Courts Building, $125,000; 
Negro community centers, $125,000; 
development of Memorial Plaza and 
a war memorial there, $75,000; de- 
velopment of Union Station Plaza, 
$25,000. 

$302,000 for Relief. 

A bill to appropriate $302,000 of 
bond funds for the city’s share of 
public relief expenses in December 
and January was introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen by Collins. Ex- 
penditure of this amount would 
leave less than $200,000 of the $4,- 
600,000 in relief bonds voted in 1932. 
The administration has been con- 
sidering the submission of a new re- 
lief bond issue of about $2,000,000 
at the April election. 

Acceding to a request of the 
Board of Aldermen, the Board of 
Estimate approved the expenditure 
of $2000 for new desks and drap- 
eries in the aldermanic chambers.

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TREASURY SPENDING $2 


FOR EAGH $1 TAKEN IN 


Expenditures for Fiscal Year to 
Total $8,000,000,000 If 
Present Rate Continues. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 — In 
five months and five days of the 
1935 fiscal year, the Government 


has spent $3,033,368,000, or more 
than $1,000,000,000 more than last 
year’s corresponding figure of $2,- 
029,808,000. The deficit piled up 
since July 1 is $1,515,931,000, or 
nearly $700,000,000 more than that 
of a year ago. 

In other words, the spending has 
been $2 for every dollar of receipts. 
Last year’s expenditures amount- 
ed to $7,105,050,000, which total was 
$3,989,496,000 more than income. At 
the present rate of spending, this 
year’s total will exceed 
$8,000,000,000. 

This outlay would still leave the 
Treasury below President Roose- 
velt’s estimate of $16,529,805,000 in 
1934-35 and of a two-year deficit 
(or increase in the public debt) of 
$9,295,201,000. 

Spending so far has averaged 
$578,500,000 a month. For the cor- 
responding five months last year 
the average was $381,700,000. 

The Treasury gradually is build- 
ing up a large cash balance. Dec. 
15 will bring in $900,000,000 of new 
money to swell the present work- 
ing balance of $729,597,000. In the 
weekly turnover of 90 and 180 day 
bills, the Treasury is borrowing 
more than the maturity in order to 
further boost the cash drawer. 
These figures do not include $808&,- 
391,000 of idle profit on gold dol- 
lar devaluation.

They are 
excellent critics of proposals brought 
forward by other classes, but, when 
it comes to getting together on con- 
structive .proposals for national 
policy, they seem to be able to agree 
on nothing more profound than 
such catch phrases as ‘balance the 
budget’ and ‘return to the gold 
standard.’ 

‘Usually they quarrel and _ dis- 
agree among themselves when mat- 
ters of significant, detailed policy 
are discussed. Thus far they have 
been aroused to effective action 
only when their selfish interests 
have been stepped on. More than 
anything else, their common bond 
has been an interest in lower in- 
come taxes. 3 

“If the more influential among 
the wealthy 36,000 families are gen- 
uinely interested in a continuance 
of modified capitalism and a demo- 
cratic form of government, it would 
seem that they should concern 
themselves, as never before, with 
questions of long time policy to 
benefit the nation as a whole. Men 
who have an income 300 times as 
great as ordinary men have a pro- 
found duty to perform, which can 
not be discharged simply in an in- 
dividual way. They have a duty to 
co-operate with other men of their 
class to furnish co-ordinated, intelli- 
gent leadership in the enlightened 
national interest instead of chaotic, 
ignorant pursuit of enlightened self 
interest. Frankly, I believe the best 
interests of all are served by a cer- 
tain amount of economic hierarchy,

The same may be 
said of the passage where the 
strings repeated the {theme first 
sounded by the solo violin, but 
couldn’t make themselves: properly 
heard agaisnt the sustained chords 
played by the brass. These, how- 
ever, were momentary lapses in an 
otherwise satisfactory performance. 

Mr. Guidi certainly deserves 
thanks for not taking the easy way 
and giving St. Louis still another 
performance of the Mendelssohn 
concerto. This also seems an op- 
portune time to say that the fourth, 
fifth, sixth and seventh symphonies 
of Sibelius have never been played 
in St. Louis. Mr. Guidi’s encore 
was a gigue from a Sonata by 
Rust, an eighteenth century Ger- 
man composer. 


The Brahms D Major Symphony 
which occupied the second half of 
the program was a rewarding ef- 
fort: one of the finest of the present 
season. Mr. Golschmann has ob- 
viously found a way to combine the 
exalted lyricism and full-bodied in- 
strumentation of the Brahms sym- 
phonic works without any loss to 
either.

London String Quartet Gives Con- 
cert at the Principia. 

HE London String Quartet, 
T enicn is making a farewell tour 

of this country preparatory to 
breaking up, gave a concert. in 
Howard Hall, the Principia, last 
night in which all of their tradi- 
tional qualities were manifest. Like 
aH great quartets they have 
achieved both unity and diversity. 
When necessary the tone of the en- 
semble is as homogeneous and the 
bowing as much animated by one 
impulse as if it were one four- 
voiced instrument guided by a sin- 
gle brain. But as the artistic ne- 
cessity arises they exhibit their 
physical and temperamental differ- 
ences. 

The program last night opened 
with the charming Quartet in D 
Major Opus 64 by Haydn, closed 
with the Schubert “Death and the 
Maiden” quartet and in the middle 
group offered a “Nocturne” by Bo- 
rodin and Frank Bridge’s version 
of the English song “Cherry Ripe.” 
As encores the ensemble played 
Boccherini’s “Minuet” and_ the 
equally well known and well worn 
“Andante Cantabile’ from a 
Tschaikowsky quartet. 

The Haydn quartet with its beau- 
tifully balanced minuet and bril- 
liant finale was delivered with a 
mixture of classic proportion and 
unabated energy—a good mixture 
for Haydn and especially so in this 
quartet.

Mustangs Haye Weight Advantage. 
According to revised statistics,

Progress Reported in In- 
vestigation of Death of 
Five Persons in Pennsyl- 
vania Mystery.

HARRISBURG, Pa. Dec. 8— 


Maj. Lynn G. Adams, Superintend- 
ent of the State Police, said to- 
day he and his men were “con-|4 
vinced Elmo J. Noakes put his 
niece, Winifred Pierce, and his 
three children to death, then killed 
himself.” 

Noakes and Miss Pierce were 
found shot in a wayside shack near 
Duncansville two weeks ago, on 
the same day the bodies of the 


three young girls were found in 
blankets on a mountainside near 
Carlisle. 

Adams said he was inclined to 
believe Noakes and his niect® laid 
the bodies in the blankets, drove 
to McVeytown and abandoned their 
automobile and then went to Dun- 
cansville, where they met their 
deaths. 

“We find conclusive evidence 
Noakes fired the shot that killed 
his niece and himself,” Adams said. 

Why the family fled from Cali- 
fornia is a matter to be cleared 
up, he said. Adams said the inves- 
tigation would not be closed until 
the entire story had been told, but 
he added many events leading up 
to the tragedy might never be 
learned. 


Adams said it had been estab- 
lished that the party ate just two 
hours before the children met death, 
that they had a dinner of ham, 
potatoes, cucumber pickles, bread 
and butter, evidently prepared in a 
Pennsylvania farm house. A check 
is being made between Gettysburg 
and Carlisle to determine where 
they bought the meal and to learn 
if Noakes and Miss Pierce were 
with the children at the time. 


The bodies were found on a Sat- 
urday morning and, although it 
rained the night before, the cloth- 
ing and blankets were dry, lead- 
ing some investigators to think the 
bodies were left by some one other 
than the father. 

Adams said it had been estab- 
lished almost definitely the chil- 
dren were-on the mountain dur- 
ing the rain Friday night, possibly 
having been left there as early as 
Thursday, but he is not certain of 
this point.

OW mysterious it all is! Here 
H you have been going along in 
good health. You  haven’t 
changed your habits of diet, of ex- 
ercise, of sleep. True, the weather 
changed a bit—there was a drizzle 
of sleet. And suddenly you find 
your chest all raw, you feel achy, 
you cough—you'’ve caught cold. 
The most mysterious part of it 
fe that nobody else in the house has 
it.. Yet they are exposed to the 
same change of weather. 


Modish Dolls 


The same thing happens in the 
summer, when a few people will 
have a food upset with a diarrhea, 
and their neighbors remain entire- 
ly healthy. 

Of course, we know that both of 
these things are due to infections 
with germs, but the germs are 
around all-_the time, everyone is ex- 
posed, and you would think they 
would all be equally affected. In the 
members of a household the factors 
of weather and diet are also the 
same, and yet only one may be the 
victim. 

Some light is thrown on this by 
the very interesting work of Dr. 
Lloyd Arnold in the department of 
bacteriology .at the University of 
Illinois. He found that when the 
weather gets hot, with people whose 
bodily adjustment is not right, a 
change takes place in the reaction 
of the digestive tract. In a state of 
health we know that the stomach 
and the upper part of the intestine 


are acid, the middle part of the in- 
testine less acid, lower down it be- 
comes neutral, and in the terminal 
part of the intestine it is entirely al- 
kaline. When this alkalinity as- 
cends, as it were, so that the parts 
of the intestine which are normally 
neutral or slightly acid become alk- | 
aline, this favors the growth of | 
germs which cause the food poison- | 
ing and diarrhea. It appears that 
those people who are so affected by 
hot weather that the alkaline reac- 
tion in the digestive tract rises, are 
those who become subject to sum- 
mer complaint. 

The condition of catching cold in 
the respiratory tract is just the op- 
posite. Whereas, in the digestive 
tract the lower part of the tube is 
the one that is normally heavily in- 
fected with germs, in the case of 
the respiratory tract it is the upper 
part that is normally heavily infect- 
ed with germs. Instead of hot 
weather lowering the resistance of 
the lower part, it is cold weather 
which does ‘so, with the consequent 
invasion of these parts by the bac- 
teria which inhabit the upper res- 
piratory tract.

combed, some of the rarest and 
ehoicest, the very last ancient pos- 
sessions their owners are willing 
to part with, are reserved for her. 
The results of these questings is 
a collection of quaint articles of 
household furniture, glass, china 
and art objects which has been 
ranked by interior decorating au- 
thorities who have seen it, if not 
the most complete, at least among 
the most authentic hereabouts. Miss 
Annan usually is able to trace the 
origin and history of each object 
she owns. A set of six Adam 
chairs acquired this past summer, 
which once belonged to Charles 
Washington and probably at some 
time rested his cousin George, she 
came by quite naturally since they

had been handed on by Smith cou- 
sins who had intermarried with the 
Washington family. These chairs, 


restored in their original manner 
by an art that seemed to have been 
lost until an aged workman dis- 
covered by Miss Annan remembered 
how it used to be done. 

But first I must tell how the 
collection is housed in a_ setting 
hardly less venerable and pictur- 
esque than its furnishings—an old 
barn built more than 50 years ago. 
The Annan residence at 165 Plant 
avenue, Webster Groves, long an- 
tedates the closely built up neigh- 
borhood that now surrounds it. For- 
merly the center of a large tract, 
now reduced to an acre, the 
grounds are shaded by a grove of 
tall oak trees. Back of the big, 
rambling white frame house, 
through a garden you come to the 
barn. When carriages and horses 
were dispensed with many years 
ago, the young Annans decided to 
appropriate the well-built stable 
and carriage house as a_ place 
where they could, less formally 
than in the big house, entertain 
their friends. What more natural 
than that they should furnish it 
with articles discarded from the 
main house? What more natural 
than, when these articles proved a 
magnet to the rising generation of 
antique hunters, they should, on 
visits to the ancestral acres, im- 
port other suitable furnishifigs, and 
that inevitably the accumulation 
should get out of bounds and de- 
velop into the fascinating business 
of selling as well as collecting an- 
tiques? The barn has recently been 
restored by an architect with appre-

ciation for its historic values. It has 
a well simulated moss-covered roof 
and is approached through a gar- 
dent set with many examples of old 
wrought iron garden furniture. A 
swivel chair elaborately designed 
and hand wrought of iron is a relic 
of an old garden in Berryville, Va. 
Along the paths are lamp posts of 
primitive design and workmanship 
which once lighted the streets of 
old Winchester Town. 

Hooked rugs provide floor cover- 
ings, Paisley shawls and hand wov- 
en bed spreads, draperies for the 
interior. Numerous examples of 
sideboards, chests of drawers, bu- 
reaux, pier glass mirrors and con- 
sole tables, sofas, rockers, what- 
nots, ranging in style from Empire 
mahogany in vogue in pre-Revo- 
lutionary times down through early 
and late Victorian walnut and rose- 
wood, take their natural places in 
this setting. 

“The mate to this rocker,” said 
Miss Annan, referring to a chair 
of Empire design with tapestry up- 
holstery, “is in the possession of 
Aunt Charlotte, once a slave, now 
more than 100 years old. Money 
wouldn't buy it because it is a keep- 
sake from a beloved mistress, but 
she has promised to leave it to me 
in her will.” 

There is a gentleman’s shaving 
stand, a cabinet containing a draw- 
er surmounted by an. oval mirror 
set on a tall pedestal carved out of 
one piece of wood. It would be 
superfluous in a modern bathroom 
with such conveniences built in but 
how well it would serve as a pow- 
der and make-up cabinet in lady’s 
voudoir! 

On tables, shelves, whatnots and 
sideboards are arranged examples 
of glass and china that depict the 
history of production of these ware 
up to the time machinery took over 
and obliterated much of the indi- 
viduality of fine handcraftsman- 
ship. There are Waterford glass 
objects imported direct from their 
original source in Ireland more 
than 100 years ago and preserved 
all this time by successive gener- 
ations of the family which brought 
them over in a sailing ship. There 
are many superior single examples 


and sets of Sandwich glass identi- 
fied by its weight, lacy patterns 
and diamond-like brilliancy. The 
makers of this ware in Sandwich, 
Mass., went out of business in 1888. 
There are two pairs of hurricane 
glass shades, one hand etched in a 
design of eagles, popular when ‘that 
bird was new as the national em- 
blem, which undoubtedly date from 
the time they were used to shield 
tall candles that were the favored 
means of illumination. And coal 
oil lamps, very fancy, with crystal 
prisms dangling from their shades, 
marking another stage in the his- 
tory of lighting. 
a * * 

HERE are sets of plates, berry 
es bowls, punch bowls, cake stands, 

epergnes, candelabra and other 
ornaments, sugar bowls, butter 
dishes, spoon holders, condiment 
casters, pickle jars, which used to 
decorate the elaborately spread ta- 
bles of ante bellum aristocracy and 
some of which articles are being 
copied today. Miss Annan special- 
izes in glass and china although 
silver plays a part in her collection. 
Most of the glass is the pressed or 
pattern glass that attained such a 
high degree of perfection at the 
hands of the old makers. Some- 
times the familiar classic patterns 
are picked out with camphor cloud- 
ing and etching. On one wall shelf 
are examples of antiquated styles of 
goblets, wine and drinking glasses, 
all of which in their shapes and 
colorings are imitated today, the 
amber, blue, ruby, rosé and shaded 
amberina which modern factories 
try to reproduce, but, it seems, fail 
to attain their clear crystal ring 
when tapped with the finger nail. 
A set of milk glass plates in the 
Gothic pattern and another in the 
peg pattern, authenticated in old 
catalogues as produced at Sand- 
wish, were acquired at the sale of 
Clifton, an old Virginia estate. Hob- 
nail glass, clear and tinted, is prom-

On shelves across the windows 
were bottles, jars and other recep- 
tables, their clear crystal transpar- 
ency, their crude hand-blown cloud- 
inses, or their opalescent coloring 
which improves with age, and their 
quaint shapes, set off against the 
light. The housewife in the days 
before mass production took pains 
to keep from year to year the re- 
ceptacles in which she _ preserved 
her products against the leaner sea- 
sons. But she probably did not 
dream, in doing so, that these hum- 
ble utilitarian articles would one 
day be thus treasured, valued and 
sought after as examples of early 
craftsmanship.
